Edited, Amended Policies 


In order that all students may clearly understand several 
UTM policies, some of which have been revised or added 
since last year, the Dean of Students has released the following 
statements of policy: 

FINES FOR TRAFFIC and * rom Dr. Don Secton in the

parking violations are to be 
paid at the Safety and Security 
Office in Cooper Building. Stu¬ 
dents who are dissatisfied with 
decisions in the Dean of Stu¬ 
dents’ Office or the Safety and 
Security Office may appeal to 
the Traffic Appeals Board. 

COMPOSED at two faculty 
members and two students and 
chaired by Dr. Robert L. Hearn, 
the Traffic Appeals Board 
meets on the third Monday of 
each month. 

University officials or rep- 
representatives may enter oc¬ 
cupied rooms in residence halls 
or University apartments for 
two reasons: inspection and 
search. Inspections may be 
made to ascertain health and 
safety conditions, to make re¬ 
pairs, or to perform cleaning or 
janitorial operations. 

SEARCH MAY be made for the 
purpose of investigating sus¬ 
pected violations of campus 
regulations or local, state, or 
federal laws. Searches will not 
be made by University officials 
without the resident’s permis¬ 
sion or the written permission 
of the dean of students or his 
designee, or In compliance with 
state law. 

NOTICES, PLACARDS, 
PAMPHLETS, and other ma¬ 
terial may be distributed on 
campus, but they must identi¬ 
fy the organization responsible 
for the distribution and must 
not contain libelous, scurrilous, 
or personally defamatory state¬ 
ments. If there is doubt about 
about the appropriateness at 
material to be distributed, 
clearance should be obtained 


Office of the Dean of Students. 

A MINOR change in the Jur¬ 
isdiction of the residence hall 
judicial board has been made 
this year. Cases Involving al¬ 
leged violations that occur near 
a residence hall may be re¬ 
ferred to that hall board by the 
discipline coordinator. 

Also, if for good reason, it 
appears unwise for a given hall 
board to hear a case that has 
arisen in that hall, the coor¬ 
dinator may refer the case to 
another hall board or to the 
Office of the Dean of Students. 

THE POLICY regarding class 
absences has not been changed, 
but there still seems to be some 
misunderstanding about it. Ab¬ 
sences caused by participation 
in a bonefide class activity or 
other University function, ill¬ 
ness or other unavoidable 
circumstances will not count 
toward dropping a student 
from class if the reason for the 
absence In each case is ac¬ 
ceptably explained to the in¬ 
structor and the work missed 
has been made up to his sat-

Will Vandals Also 
Destroy Themselves? 

Immaturity? Unconcern? Revenge? Hang-ups? What moti¬ 
vates one to destroy? The mind of the vandal Is a maddening 
probe Into some realm of Insanity. If the word choice Is too 
harsh, It Is explosive Instability. 

WHAT IS THE mental condition of students when they kick 
In water coolers, rip telephones from walls, set fires In dorms, 
smash clocks, break lights, and damage ceilings, walls, and 
doors? 

Do the veins In their necks stand out? Is saliva spewing from 
their mouths? Does the fact they are upset over something 
get vented when they attack property? Is it a warped therapy 
which they feel compelled must happen? 

“EMOTIONAL BEHAVIOR” is Professor Stanley Cohen’s 
definition of vandalism. One of the world’s foremost author¬ 
ities on the subject, the British educator at the University 
of Durham says school-based vandals often steal nothing. 
Destroying is their only objective. 

Last Fall quarter there was $1,554.68 damage done to Austin 
Peay Hall. Ellington Hall totaled $1,346.02 damage, presumably 
not just In the namesake of the governor, and Browning Hall 
had $262.44 during the same quarter. Multiply this by the length 
of the academic year, and the financial loss gets some emotional 
response when tax payers contemplate how much of their cash 
Is wasted. 

WHEN PEOPLE TEAR up parking meters, telephones, and 
vending machines, they do extensive damage for the little cash 
gain. They have no conscience concerning what they do to get a 
little. Vengeance vandalism Is aimed directly at particular 
people whether they be viewed as individuals or a group. 
Wanton vandalism appears to be the most senseless. 


Most wanton destruction is done to public rather than private 
property since ownership Isn’t considered. Excitement Is the sole 
motivation of the hundreds of millions of dollars of vandalism

VANDALS RARELY get caught Most schools are somewhat 
isolated or are a complex of buildings offering an expanse in 
which to search and destroy. There were over 100,000 vandalism 
complaints in New York City last year. Only 3,000 arrests 
were made. Detroit had over 8,000 reports of wanton destruc¬ 
tion, and some 900 arrests were made. In New York City it 
is three per cent 

As gross and disturbing as campus vandalism Is, the secondary 
level of education is abject terror. 

AN ASSISTANT principal at Gwynn Park High School in Brandy¬ 
wine, Maryland had his throat slashed by a dropout A 12-year-old 
sixth-grader stabbed his teacher at Simon Elementary School In 
Washington, D. C. because of a spanking. He had attacked the man 
with a broken bottle. In East St Louis, Illinois three out of four 
teachers are carrying guns to class. 

A vicious wave of violence is sweeping the nation’s classrooms. 
Much of the terror iscomlngfrom junior high schools. The early 
teen years, particularly 13-16, have long been considered the most 
combustible period of adolescence.

One of the original Bohem- 
iams-Alen Ginsberg is still 
very much alive and kicking, 
writing poetry and protesting. 

I tend to notice Ginsberg's poe¬ 
try above everything. His ver¬ 
sion of “America” (everyone 
has their own version) Is sa¬ 
tirically funny. His obnoxious 
mood is a good reflection of 
what’s bad in America in his 
own eyes. Allen Ginsberg can be 
classified as a radical but is 
better seen as simply a poet 
He uses an amusing par- 
rallel with Americans and Rus¬ 
sians in this poem. 

In “A Supermarket in Cali¬ 
fornia” Ginsberg tries to re¬ 
late his own identity with 
Walt Whitman in both person¬ 
ality and character. This poem 
is very melancholy in its mood 
as if something has been left 
out emotionally. There is again 
a somewhat political-ideologi¬ 
cal undercurrent. 

* * * 
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THE SENATE Subcommittee on Juvenile Delinquency recently 
reported burglary, larceny, assault, and murder are arising 
alarmingly in all public schools. Some former teachers testified 
they quit their jobs because of fear of their students. Statistics 
indicate some of the teacher shortage is due to the dangers of 
the profession. 

Vandalism in the public schools will cost over $100 million 
this year. Over $6,500,000 intentional property damage was 
done in New York City schools last year. In 1968 there were 
243,652 windows broken in the city’s schools. New glass cost 
$1,218,260. Vandals in the nation’s capitol broke 43,728 win¬ 
dows costing $294,186 to replace. Several cities are putting 
plastic windows in their schools because they are cheaper to 
replace. Washington’s Schools are spending $2,500,000 to con¬ 
vert to plastic. Kansas City, Pittsburgh, Milwaukee, and Phoe¬ 
nix are among the towns also replacing glass. 

WANTON DESTRUCTION will account for half the $100 
million damage this year. Today over five schools will be broken 
into. Desks will be broken, files overturned and kicked in, rail¬ 
ings smashed, lights and fixtures ripped out, and sundry other 
things done. Breaking into cafeterias is so common freezers 
and storage rooms in some schools have the locks removed 
on them. Most schools have removed them to keep vandals 
from taking their wrath out on the equipment. 

The Pacific Region Insurance Information Institute offers 
these directions. 

Ask people living near schools to report anv suspicious 
activities. 

Impress upon parents the cost of vandalism, encourage 
them to watch their own child more closely. 

Keep school buildings occupied as long as possible En¬ 
courage use of school buildings by people of the community 

Seek frequent checks by police or employ private watchmen 
where needed. 

Equip outside doors with unbreakable panes and tamper¬ 
proof locks. 

Rat on your brother If he lashes out against property and 
causes other inconveniences and misery, report him t 
authorities. Do it anonymously if it salves your conscience or 
soul. Like the song says, “This land is your land. . .” 

Rat on your brother. If you truly believe you’are a part of 
Uils land and vice versa, try to sort out those who are van¬ 
dalizing and bruatllzlng it Let them beat rock on Georgia road 
gangs, or send them to tour prisons like those in Arkansas 
Let them see property damage can lead to man’s damage to man!

Defensive halfback Mike 
Beeler has been selected de¬ 
fensive player of the week In 
the Mid-South Athletic Con¬ 
ference. 

PICKED BY M-SAC coach¬ 
es for his steller performance 
In the Vols 16-14 loss to Jack¬ 
sonville State University here 
Saturday, Beeler’s four In¬ 
tercepted passes against the 
Gamecocks erased the old 
school mark of three.

Through four games In the 1970 
season he Is credited with 25 
individual tcckles, 16 assists, 
three breakups and four Inter¬ 
ceptions. 

A 5-10, 180pound junior, Mike 
Is a graduate of Martin High 
School where he earned all con¬ 
ference honors. He joins UTM 
linebacking captain Terry Gilt- 
ner on the role of outstanding 
defensive players chosen in the 
M-SAC. Giltner received the 
honor in the Vols’ second game 
of the year against McNeese 
State when he recorded 22 in- 
divided tackles and intercepted 
a pass that set up the field goal 
that boosted the Orangemen to 
a 10-7 victory.

Tractor Proves Real Drag 


Competition in 103 tractor puas in nve midwest states 
promise a busy season for Earl Smull, Jr. of Decatur, Illi¬ 
nois and his two turbo-charged LP-gas tractors and their two 
drivers - Charles DeClerck of Taylorville, Illinois and Donald 
Nolan of Owaneco, Illinois. 


pictured above are Smull 
(left) and DeClerck and the 
LP-gas powered tractor - a 
Minneapolis - Moline G1000 - 
with which they won top money 
and the national championship 
at the “pull” held in conjunc¬ 
tion with the National Farm 
Machinery Show at Louisville 
Kentucky, last February. 

THE TRACTOR, equipped 
with a turbo-charger designed 
and developed by Smull over a 
five year period, pulled 189 1/2 
feet, two feet past the second 
place machine. A crowd at 
more than 60,000 saw the pull. 


“It was putting out 500horse 
power and without any smoke,” 
Smull said. He added: 

“Because LP-gas fueled 
engines do not contribute to air 
pollution, all of our machines 
bear the slogan ‘Power — With¬ 
out Smoke’ ”, Other advan¬ 
tages of using LP-gas, he said, 
include carbon-free engines, 
Infrequent oil and spark plug 
changes, and prolonged engine 
life. His champlonshiptractor, 
Smull noted, is not a hopped- 
up, temperamental competitive 
rig, Dut is used to work his 80- 
acre farm between “pulls.”

lsfactlon. 

In each case, the Instructor 
determines whether a student 
should have the privilege of 
making up the work he has 
missed and when the grade 
F should be assigned for ex¬ 
cessive absences. 


Counseling is a “helping relationship” between two persons. 
Rather than solve a student’s problem for him, the service 
maintains each person can solve his problems once he attains 
personal cognizance. 

Hie campus counseling service, a voluntary agency estab¬ 
lished by the administrative and academic guidance committee 
during the 1969-70 academic year, is offered because the staff 
and faculty recognize each student’s individuality. A primary 


goal is to better inter-personal 

According to Dr. Milton Sim¬ 
mons, chairman of the guidance 
committee and the Department 
of Psychology and Religious 
Studies, the college years may 
be gratifying, rewarding and 
productive, but theymayalsobe 
a time of confusion and frus¬ 
tration— a time when individ¬ 
uals wonder about themselves. 

Typical concerns of students 
who come to the counseling 
service are thesearchforgoals 
and meaning in their lives. 
What they are studyingand why. 
The kind of person they a re and 
are becoming. Their relation¬ 
ships with others and their ac¬ 
ceptance by others. And the edu¬ 
cational opportunities available 
to them. 

Counseling can help students 
strengthen their lives through 
wisdom and individual solution 
of problems. Motivating con¬ 
cerns which often bringstudents 
in contact with one of the six 
counselors who donate their 
time to help solve individual 
problems are numerous and 
range from situational prob¬ 
lems of the academic or vo¬ 
cational nature to severe emo¬ 
tional and personality disturb¬ 
ances. 

“It is hoped that students ex¬ 
periencing problems of any na¬ 
ture may benefit from the help 
of our counselors or at leastb. 
referred to an agency which will 
help them solve their prob¬ 
lem,” Dr. Simmons said. 

The counseling service is 
composed of six professors who 
are each devoting two or more 
hours a week for student coun¬ 
seling. All are professionally 
trained and are devoted to the 
worth and dignity of the indi¬ 
viduals they counsel. All inter¬ 
viewees remain anonymous and 
discussions are confidential. 

The counselors are Dr. Sim¬ 
mons, Dr. David A. Gibson, 
David H. Cooper and Dr. Gary 
Brown, all members of the psy¬ 
chology faculty at UTM, Dr. 


and group relationships. 


James E. Toomey of the School 
of Education, and Mrs. Joan 
Cutting of Obion, a professional 
guidance counselor. 

“It is important to note that 
the counseling service is com¬ 
pletely separate from the aca¬ 
demic and administrative 
structure of the University,” 
Dr. Simmons added. 

“A close alliance, however, 
does exist between the North¬ 
west Tennessee Mental Health 
Clinic and the counseling serv¬ 
ice.” 

Under the direction of Dr. 

Charles Glasgow, director of 
the Northwest Tennessee Men¬ 
tal Health Clinic and the coun¬ 
seling service.” 

Under the direction of Dr. 
Charles Glasgow, director of 
the mental health clinic and a 
part-time psychology instruc¬ 
tor here, future plans call for 
group therapy involvement on 
the campus under the ausplcies 
of the mental health facility. 

Not to be misrepresented as 
an agency designed only for stu¬ 
dents with emotional problems, 
the counseling service works 
primarily with normal students 
experiencing normal life prob¬ 
lems. Many times vocational, 
personality and ability tests can 
be administered to help students 
identify basic interests. More 
intense problems are referred 
to appropriate agencies. 

Dr. Simmons pointed out that 
the service is not a discipli¬ 
nary or rule-enforcing agency 
and does not provide medical 
or psychiatric services. 

“We are merely a helping 
agency that assists students at 
no cost in obtaining maximum 
satisfaction from life," Dr. 
Simmons said.
